Texture,  400  Persian  hand-tied  knots  to  the  square  inch, 
or  approximately  a total  of  18,600,000  knots  in  the  fabric. 

The  pendant  and  counterpart  of  what  by  common  consent  and  in 
general  repute  is  the  most  distinguished  and  famous  carpet  in  the 
world,  namely,  the  Ardebil  Mosque  Carpet  in  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  London,  which  is  in  part  made  up  of  sections  taken  from  this 
fabric  that  that  one  might  be  restored.  The  two  were  companion  car- 
pets in  the  famed  mosque  of  the  Sheikh  Sefi  at  Ardebil  in  Persia,  so 
that  this  one  is  as  truly  “ the  great  mosque  caqtet  of  Ardebil  ” as  is 
the  other,  and  all  that  has  been  written  in  praise  of  that  one — and  it 
has  been  much — has  been  praise  too  of  the  one  we  have  here,  since  parts 
of  this  are  there  embodied.  Both  were  produced  when  the  art  of  rug 
making  in  Persia  was  at  its  highest,  and  were  made  by  the  same 
artist,  our  rug  succeeding  its  comrade  on  the  loom — doubtless  by  Court 
order — and  being  completed  in  the  fourth  year  after  its  fellow  was 
accomplished. 

The  pre-eminent  importance  of  the  Kensington  rug  and  and  of  this, 
its  companion,  in  the  world  of  carpets  and  of  carpet  weaving,  lies  in  the 
incorporation  of  the  date  of  making,  and  of  the  maker’s  name,  in  an 
inscription  woven  in  the  fabric  near  the  time  of  its  completion,  in  each 
case.  (The  location  of  the  inscription,  near  the  top  of  the  rug,  marks 
its  relation  to  the  time  of  completion  of  the  rug.)  It  is  these  inscrip- 
tions which  have  enabled  the  confident  ascription  of  dates,  and  the 
assured  determination  of  certain  styles  of  decoration  as  to  periods,  in 
other  rugs.  The  two  inscriptions  open  with  the  same  declaration  of 
piety,  and  give  the  same  information  of  the  worker’s  identity,  differing 
in  their  statements  of  date,  the  Kensington  carpet  carrying  the  date 
942  and  this  carpet  the  date  946,  of  the  Hegira — approximately 
A.  D.  1535  and  A.  D.  1536. 

The  carpet’s  compact  pile  is  short  and  firm  and  of  dull  luster,  its 
ground  color  a rich  and  deep  lapis-blue,  a blue  of  a deep,  clear  sky, 
as  the  devout  artisan  its  maker  intended,  varying  gently  too  as  the 
atmospheric  blue  differs  with  vague  charm  in  its  refractions.  Over  this 
an  exquisite  floral  tracery  runs,  in  softest  old-rose,  delicate  turquoise, 
soft  yellow  and  light  fawn,  interrupted  at  the  center  by  a great  medal- 
lion, which  quartered  supplied  also  the  corner  or  angle  motives  of 
the  field.  The  medallion  at  its  circumference  presents  sixteen  minaret

points,  from  which  spring  as  many  cartouches.  Its  ground  is  a creamy 
fawn,  on  which  the  flowering  vine  scroll  motive  appears  in  dark  and 
light  blue,  wine  color,  white  and  green.  Of  the  sixteen  cartouches  the 
four  at  the  cardinal  points  are  green,  and  between  these  the  three 
cartouches  in  each  quarter  are  comprised  of  a ruby  one  lying  between 
two  of  creamy  fawn.  Between  two  of  the  green  cartouches  and  the 
upper  and  lower  ends  of  the  field,  in  the  midst  of  the  tracery,  appear 
two  of  the  sacred  mosque  lamps,  in  similar  chromatic  scheme  to  that 
of  the  tracery,  but  with  the  pale  rose  deepened  to  wine  red.  Of  two 
original  borders  embracing  the  field  one  three  inches  wide  is  of  soft 
crimson  with  a floral  scroll  decoration  in  soft  harmonies,  and  one 
seven  and  one-half  inches  wide  has  a fawn  ground  and  a decoration 
including  the  so-called  cloud  pattern,  in  a pronounced  effect  of  the 
general  color  scheme  of  the  fabric. 

Two  added  foreign  borders,  of  Feraghan  weave,  resemble  the  original 
carpet  in  no  respect  whatever,  save  in  a far  suggestion  of  general  hue. 
On  part  of  one  side  the  wider  of  the  original  borders  is  wanting,  and 
in  the  substituted  section  the  double  border  supplied  becomes  a 
triple  one. 

The  count  of  the  knots  shows  from  380  to  the  square  inch  to  440  to 
the  square  inch,  an  average  of  400,  a finer  knotting  than  that  recorded 
of  the  Kensington  fabric,  which  the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica  gives  as 
380.  The  inscriptions  occupy  the  same  relative  position  in  the  two 
rugs,  at  the  head  of  the  field.  The  size  of  the  Kensington,  which  Avas 
the  original  size  of  this  rug  before  its  fraternal  sacrifice,  is  34|  feet  by 
11$  feet. 

Of  that  rug  G.  Griffin  Lewis  remarks  (“  Practical  Book  of  Oriental 
Bugs”),  “It  is  a Persian  masterpiece,”  adding  the  observation  that 
if  put  up  at  auction  to-day  “ it  would  bring  doubtless  many  times  the 
amount  paid  for  it  at  the  time  of  its  transfer  to  the  South  Kensington 
Museum.”  Walter  A.  Hawley  in  “Oriental  Bugs”  says:  “To  infer 
that  at  this  period  (second  quarter  of  the  sixteenth  century)  there 
were  many  such  carpets  would  be  a mistake;  since  this  was  doubtless 
woven  by  order  of  the  Court  and  by  one  of  the  most  skilled  artisans, 
who  may  have  made  it  the  crowning  labor  of  his  life.  [We  see  by  the 
date  of  the  carpet  in  this  collection  that  his  crowning  effort  was  to 
come.]  It  indicates  the  highest  technique  acquired  in  the  early  part 
of  the  Safavian  dynasty.”  W.  Griggs  in  “ Asian  Carpet  Designs  ” 
says:  “The  grand  carpet  which  had  covered  the  floor  of  one  of  the 
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mosques  for  three  centuries  was  purchased  by  a traveler  about  1830  for 
£100,  and  was  finally  acquired  by  the  South  Kensington  Museum  for 
many  thousand.  This  beautiful  carpet  measures  34  feet  by  17  feet 
6 inches,  and  contains  380  hand-tied  knots  to  the  square  inch,  which 
gives  over  32,500,000  knots  to  the  whole  carpet.” 

The  facts  of  the  restoration  of  the  Kensington  rug  were  only  made 
known  as  recently  as  1910,  in  a catalogue  of  the  Charles  T.  Yerkes 
collection  written  for  the  American  Art  Association  by  John  Kim- 
berly Mumford,  author  of  “ Oriental  Rugs.”  The  publication  dis- 
solved a “ mystery  ” of  innuendo  which  had  enshrouded  the  Kensing- 
ton rug  for  eighteen  years,  ever  since  its  possession  by  the  museum. 
Mr.  Yerkes  had  acquired  the  de  la  Mar  rug  from  the  London  pos- 
sessors of  both  rugs,  and  got  it  only  on  condition  of  its  permanent 
removal  from  England.  Captain  de  la  Mar  bought  it  at  the  Yerkes 
sale,  and  it  has  been  in  his  possession  ever  since. 

Prior  to  the  appearance  of  the  Yerkes  rug  it  had  always  been  sup- 
posed that  there  had  been  but  one  great  carpet  in  the  Ardebil  mosque, 
but  it  was  known  that  the  Kensington  rug  on  its  first  European 
appearance  was  not  in  the  state  of  completeness  in  which  the  museum 
exhibited  it;  hence  the  fog  of  mystification  about  that  museum  pos- 
session, even,  as  Mr.  Mumford  did  not  hesitate  to  say,  “ furtive  inti- 
mation of  chicane In  brief,  that  rug  had  been  in  the  ownership  of 
Vincent  Robinson  & Company,  of  Wigmore  Street,  Cavendish  Square, 
from  whom  it  was  acquired  for  the  museum  at  the  suggestion  of 
William  Morris  and  a few  associates  who  started  a subscription  for  its 
purchase.  That  firm  had  learned,  some  years  after  its  original  pur- 
chase of  the  rug,  of  the  theretofore  hidden  existence  of  the  companion 
carpet  at  Ardebil,  had  bought  it  from  the  custodian,  and  from  the 
companion  had  supplied  the  missing  parts  to  the  rug  first  purchased. 
On  the  exhibition  of  the  completed  rug  in  Wigmore  Street,  in  1892, 
Edward  Stebbing,  junior  partner  of  the  firm,  wrote  the  standard  and 
glowing  description  of  it  which  is  most  quoted.  But  the  details  above 
recited  did  not  become  known. 

Speaking  of  the  de  la  Mar  carpet  Mr.  Mumford  remarks : “ In  view 
of  what  has  been  accomplished,  it  is  an  open  question  whether  the 
relic  here  displayed,  robbed  of  its  splendid  borders  and  begirt  only 
by  the  coarse  framing  of  a cheap  Feraghan  Kurdish  Kali,  is  not,  from 
the  standpoint  of  historic  moment,  as  well  as  from  that  of  sheer 
sentiment,  the  more  interesting  fabric  of  the  two.”

It  may  be  observed  that  Mr.  Mumford  was  enabled  to  make  his 
exposition  of  the  truth  about  the  Ardebil  carpets  from  information 
conveyed  to  him,  as  he  says,  “ by  the  men,  botli  in  Asia  and  Europe, 
in  position  to  know  most  about  it.”  It  was  only  after  several  years, 
be  goes  on  to  say  of  the  carpet  in  the  present  collection — several  years 
after  the  restoration  of  the  Kensington  carpet — that  the  present  carpet 
we  are  discussing  “ was  restored  to  anything  like  completeness  by  tbe 
addition  of  wholly  foreign  and  inferior  border  sections,  to  take  tbe 
place  of  the  much  wider  ones  removed”;  and  after  that,  this  carpet 
was  sold  on  the  condition  of  removal  from  England  already  mentioned. 
Before  quitting  his  consideration  of  this  “ superb  residuum  of  an 
extraordinary  sacrifice,”  Mr.  Mumford  declares:  “Having  in  mind, 
particularly,  the  ground  color  modulations  in  some  of  the  cartouches, 
I am  convinced  that  Maksoud  was  an  even  greater  artist  than  Mr.  Steb- 
bing  gives  him  credit  for  being.”

Scene  from  the  “Jerusalem  Delivered”  (Tasso:  Canto  iii,  stanza 
xxi).  Holy  warfare  of  the  eleventh  century  imagined  by  the  sixteenth, 
and  pictured  in  vivid  limning  and  soft  textile  coloring  by  the  eighteenth. 
Godfrey  de  Bouillon  and  the  First  Crusade  live  again,  in  an  encounter 
of  knights  and  Amazon,  the  infidel  and  the  faithful.  In  the  fore- 
ground the  astonished  Tancred’s  unhappy  sword  is  raised  over  the 
fair  Clorinda,  while  the  infidel  hero  Argantes  intervenes,  the  horses  of 
all  three  at  gallop.  To  right  are  forces  of  lancers  and  bowmen  in 
bannered  conflict,  and  to  left  in  the  background  are  monumental 
buildings  of  the  city,  with  people  on  roofs  and  balconies,  the  nearest 
structure  a donjon  tower.  The  landscape  is  softened  in  the  central 
distance  by  graceful  trees  under  vaporous  skies.  Broad  border  of 
garlands,  cornucopias,  masks  and  cartouches,  with  human  half-figures, 
male  and  female,  partially  draped,  at  left  and  right.  At  top  center  the 
inscription :

Signed  and  dated  at  the  lower  right,  Nougou,  1735.

[NOTE. — Of  the  Marquand  collection,  of  which  this  tapestry  was  a distinguished 
integer , The  Sun  (New  York),  said:  “ The  art  of  many  ages  and  of  scattered 
peoples  is  assembled  in  the  Marquand  collection,  tohose  amplitude  is  only 
emphasized  by  the  admirable  character  of  the  productions  which  the  late 
president  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  was  able  to  bring  together  in 
such  numbers  in  his  home.  ' He  bought  like  an  Italian  Prince  of  the  Renais- 
sance,’ says  Russell  Sturgis  of  Mr.  Marquand  in  the  catalogue  introduction.” 
And  in  reproducing  this  fabric  at  the  time.  The  Sun  commented : “ The  mag- 
nificent tapestry  is  of  Gobelin's  manufacture,  dated  1735,  and  signed.  It  was 
obtained  from  the  Duke  of  Hamilton  collection.  The  inspiration  is  from  the 
‘ Jerusalem  Delivered.’  where  Tancred,  Argantes  and  Clorinda  the  Amazon 
meet.  The  colors  are  rich,  the  Amazon  leader  wearing  a blue  skirt  trimmed 
with  gold  brocade  beneath  her  armor,  with  light  rose  drapery  floating  from 
her  shoulders,  and  the  knights  appearing  in  blue  and  red .”1

“ Eros  and  Psyche,”  by  Armando  Battelli.  A classical  group  in 
modern  conception,  by  an  Italian  artist  working  both  in  Italy  and 
New  York.  Sculptured  in  white  statuary  marble.  The  entwined 
figures  poised  upon  a common  base,  which  rests  upon  a hemisphere 
supported  on  a segment  of  an  octagonal  column,  itself  resting  upon  a 
conventional  architectural  base  of  octagonal  outline.  The  god,  with 
the  expanded  wings  of  love  upspringing  behind  his  shoulders,  is  poised 
lightly  upon  his  right  foot,  with  right  arm  raised  above  the  wing-tips, 
and  left  arm  encircling  and  supporting  the  beautiful  mortal  embody- 
ing the  soul.  The  amorous  divinity  is  girt  above  the  loins;  the 
exponent  of  truth  is  unhindered  in  expression.  To  his  exalted  arm,  his 
o’er-shadowing  wing,  and  his  benevolently  inclined  head,  she  raises 
an  upturned  face  of  surrendering  trust,  with  the  counterpoise  of  a 
beautiful  wrist  against  his  protective  shoulder.  An  exaltation  of 
poetic  love  in  immaculate  marble  is  the  fervent  imaginativeness  of  a 
son  of  Italy  the  Eternal.

By  Armando  Battelli,  1906.  A background  of  rockery  supports  on  its 
upper  ledges,  well  above  the  eye,  a youthful  female  figure,  partly  nude, 
who  stands  gracefully  with  one  foot  lightly  advanced,  holding  a down- 
tilted  amphora  which  rests  on  her  thigh.  From  it  the  water  stream 
issues,  and  she  looks  down  at  it,  smiling.  About  her  on  the  rocks  are 
playful  amorini  in  sundry  attitudes,  and  standing  on  a lower  ledge, 
at  her  left,  is  a companion  figure  to  herself,  also  smiling  and  in  graceful 
posture.  Both  figures  are  carved  in  the  round,  as  are  also  the  amorini. 
A little  below  the  eye-level  the  stream  from  the  amphora  is  caught  in  a 
large  shell  upheld  by  two  mermaids,  who  ride  marble  waves  carved 
within  an  upright  shell  which  is  set  into  the  rock  background,  and 
from  among  these  waves  more  water  issues. 


From  these  and  from  the  shell-overflow  the  water  descends  to  a semi- 
circular basin  based  upon  the  floor  and  supporting  the  rockery  back- 
ground and  all  its  figures.  Concentric  with  the  basin  and  enclosing 
it  at  the  rim  is  a channel  five  and  one-half  inches  wide  and  five  inches 
deep,  for  flowering  plants,  cut  into  the  solid  marble.  Below  the  coping 
of  the  channel  the  exterior  of  the  basin  carries  a rich  abundance  of 
sculptural  adornment,  a frieze  executed  in  bold  relief  presenting  a 
great  number  of  figures — nymphs,  fauns,  centaurs,  in  festive  struggle 
and  abandon,  and  at  the  center  a god  and  his  love  of  joyous  days  in  a 
chariot  drawn  by  tigers,  with  an  apotheosis  of  music  and  tragedy.
